The Ukraine tensions soar 
as Russia issues Ciimea 
ultimatum* 


KIEV (AfP) - The Uki'aine 
todfy accused Russia of pouring 
more troops into Crimea and 
gluing Its forces an ultnnahuu. to 
suirender as world leader's gi'ap- 
pled with Europe's worst stand- 
0 ff since the Cold War. 

Russia's Black Sea Fleet 
swiftly denied any such demand 
as '‘nonsense" and tlie country's 
parliament speaker said tiiere 
was no need yet for Moscow to 
use its "nglit" to launch military 
action in die Ukraine. 

But world mai'kets plunged 
and oil pnces spiked on fears of 
an all-out offensive that would 
pit nuclear-armed Russia 
against its neighboui' of4d mil¬ 
lion whose new team of 
untested leaders has strong 
Western support. 

"The ultimatum is to recog- 
mse the new Crimean authori¬ 
ties, lay down our weapons and 
leave, or be ready for an as¬ 


sault," re^onal Ukraiiiian de¬ 
fence ministry spokesman Vla- 
dyslav Seleznyov told AFP. 

"It may he at 1:00 am, 2:QQ 
am, 3:00 am (Tuesday). Tliere 
are different times," he said 

But a spokesman for the fteet 
based in Ciimea told the Inter¬ 
fax news agency tlie daim was 
“complete nonsense We are 
used to daily accusations about 
using force against our Ubatu- 
lan colleagues," the unnamed 
spokesman said "Efforts to 
make us clash won't work." 

Crimea -- the strategic host 
to tsanst and Kremlin navies 
since the IStli century -- has 
been under' de facto occupation 
by Moscow-backed forces who 
have raised Russian flag over 
government buildings and 
blocked Ubamians troops in¬ 
side tlietr bari'a'Cks across ttie 
peninsula.

Russian senators on Saturday 
gave President ’^/ladimir Putin 
tlie autlionsation ta use force 
against an ex-Soviet neighboiu' 
for the first tune since a bnef 
^QOS conflict with Georgia, a 
move the Ukraine said was tan¬ 
tamount to a declai'ahon of war. 

World leaders today held a 
senes of urgent meetings and 
telephone convei^atsons to try to 
prevent a conflict and also to 
help tire Ukraine avert a possi¬ 
ble catasti'Dplnc debt default. 

The European Union - seek¬ 
ing to overcome differences on 
how to respond to tlie escalating 
cnas on its eastern edge -- 
warned Russia tliat ties with the 
?S-niember bloc were at risk 
wi til out a “de-escalation*. 

Hawkish ex-Soviet satellites 
ai'e puslnng hard for sanctions 
but otliers -- including heavy- 
weigilts France and Genii any -- 
called for soft diplomacy. 

Bntisli Foreign Seci'etaiy 
William Hague warned Russia 
of "consequences and costs" as 


he met Ukrauie's Westem- 
ba'cked but untested intemn 
leaders in Kiev. 

The world's richest nations 
have already tlireatened to ship 
Moscow of its coveted seat at 
the Group of Eigirt for menac¬ 
ing its ez-Soviet nei glib out. 

But Europe and Washington 
appear to have limited options 
m dealing witli Prussian Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Plitm - a veteran 
strongman with mass domestic 
appeal who has cracked down 
on political fi'eedoms and ap¬ 
pears more interested in rebmld- 
ing vestiges of the Soviet Union 
than rep ailing rel ati ons with file 
West 

Tlie cnsis threatens to blow 
up into file biggest test for 
global diplomacy -- and rela¬ 
tions between Moscow and the 
West -- since file fall of file 
Berlin Wall in 19S9. 

It first erupted in Novemher 
when protests began against the 
pro-Kremhn regime over its 
scrapping of an EU pact and 


culminated m a week of carnage 
last month that claimed nearly 
lOO lives and saw the downfall 
of president Viktor Yanulcovych 
- now living in exile in Prussia. 

But Germany offered a rare 
glimmer ofhopeby atmoun'Cmg 
that Putin had agreed m tele¬ 
phone talks with Chancellor 
Angela Meikel yesterday to set 
up a contact group on fire 
Uki'aine. Western aUies m 
NATO also said fiiey wanted to 
send international observers to 
tlie Ukraine wliile engaging 
Moscow in direct talks. 

Washington added it would 
like to see a mission fiom fire 
Organisation for Secuiity and 
Cooperahon in Europe de¬ 
ployed in die Ukraine “immedi¬ 
ately" 

But EU foreign ministers 
were also considering file possi¬ 
bility of adopting pumtive 
measures against Russiafiiat in¬ 
cluded an amis embargo should 
die Kremlin fail to call its troops 
back to fiieir Crimean bases

Foreign minister: Venezuela 
target of'psychological war' 


GENEVA (AFP) - Venezuelan 
Foreign Minister Elias Jana 
yesterday accused interna¬ 
tional media and foreign gov¬ 
ernments of wilfully nus- 
construing deadly protests in 
bs oil-rich country in what he 
called "psychological warfai'e 
against my countiy" 

He told the UN Human 
Rigilts Council in Geneva that 
the "propaganda" was sup¬ 
ported by “governments fiiat 
have turned human ngilts into 
a weapon for punisbng inde¬ 
pendent governments and to 
justify foreign intervention in 
our internal affairs" 

His comments came after 
tens of thousands of Venezue¬ 
lans yesterday skipped file tra¬ 
ditional Caimval holiday that 


IS a yearly bgliliglit for many 
to instead take part in nation¬ 
wide protest mai'ches against 
Pi'esident Nicolas Maduro's 
government.

Hie bitter MBirch blast was 
the latest in a succession of 
miserable weather events that 
have made this one of tlie 
harshest in recent memory for 
residents oftlie US East Coast 
in the capilEil, m a region 
that bore tlie brunt of tlie fierce 


While the city's Metro was 
niniiing on schedule, riders 
were scarce and bus sei^vice 
was suspended due to danger¬ 
ous road conditions. 

The National Weather Seiv- 
ice (NWS) said a winter storm 


warmng would remain m ef¬ 
fect and that four to eiglil 
inches (ID to 2D centimeters) 
0 f snow were exp ected. 

Weather woes extended be¬ 
yond the capital area, with the 
NWS predicting heavy snow 
from the Oluo Valley into the 
Mid-Atlantic region tlirough 
the evening. 

Both Baltimore and 
Plnladelphia. where city of¬ 
fices opened with a two-hour 
delay, were under a winter 
storm waimng, witli snow also 
expected friithernortli in paits 
0 f New Jersey.

TOKYO (AFP) - A Uny per¬ 
sonal computer that is worn on 
the eai' Biud can be conti'olled 
with the hbnk of an eye or tire 
click of a tongue is being 
tested m Japan. 

The 17-gram (Q.59-ounce) 
wireless device has bluetooQi 
capability and is eqmpped wiOi 
a GPS, compass, gyro-sensoi; 
battery, barometer, speaker and 
nucrophone 

Wearable computing is 
thought by many commenta¬ 
tors to be the next big tiling in 
technology, witli products sui± 
as Google Glass at the fore¬ 
front. 

The device, known at the 
moment as the "Earclip-type 
Wearable PC“ has a microchip 
and data storage, enabling 
users to load softwai'e, said en¬ 
gineer Kazulnro Taniguchi of 
Hiroshima City University 

Its designs ai’e based on tra¬ 
ditional “ikebana" flower 
ari'angements. 

The system, which develop¬ 
ers are hoping to have ready 
for Cliristinas 2Q15, can be 
connected to an iPod or other 
gadget and would allow the 
user to na\rigate through soft- 
waie programmes using facial 
expressions, such as a raised 
eyebrow, a stuck-out tongue, a 
Wiggle of tile nose or by 
clenching teeth 

The device uses infrai'ed 
sensors that monitor tiny 
movements mside the eai’, 
which differ depending on 
how the eyes and moutli move. 

Because the user does not 
have to move either hard, its 
developers say it can serve as 
"a third hand" for everyone 
from caregivers to roidi- 
climhers, motorbike riders to 
astronauts, as well as people 
with disabilities.

us Supreme Court set for death row IQ appeal 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
Florida inmate is challenging 
the US state's use of angid IQ 
number to determine intellec¬ 
tual disability, in a case that 
spotlights tlie issue of the men¬ 
tally ill on deatli row 
Nearly 12 years after ban¬ 
ning the death penalty for the 
intellectually disabled, the 
Supreme Court on Monday 
wiU heal' the appeal of Freddie 
Lee Hall. If he loses, the dS- 
year-old, who has spent 25 
yeai's on death row, is likely to 
be executed. 


In June 2QQ2, the US top 
court barred states from exe¬ 
cuting intellectually disabled 
inmates, but until now left 
wfaat determined that to the 
states ttiemselves, bi Flonda, a 
person with an IQ of 70 or 
more is deemed criminally 
competent to be executed. 

Hall, convicted for the rfqpe 
and murder of a pregnant 
woman, has been diagnosed 
with an IQ of 71, but was de¬ 
clared "mentally retai'ded'* 
since cluldhood. 

In his appeal, his lawyers 


ai'gue that HaU falls witlun a 
five-percent mai'gin of error 
cited by psycluatrists and ex¬ 
perts when assessing IQ 
scores. 

"No IQ test IS a perfect 
measure of intellectual ability," 
his wiitten appeal says. 

"The best that any test can 
do, even when coiTectly ad¬ 
ministered, IS to provide a cer¬ 
tain level of confidence, as a 
statstieal matter, that a per¬ 
son's true IQ score... is witlun 
apart cular range," 

It adds: "The predictable 
consequence of Florida's rule 
IS tliat persons with mental re¬ 
tardation will be executed. 
Without tins Court's interven- 
lioa that will happen here " 
Hall's lawyers ai^e tliat tlie 
rigid cutoff IS inconsistent with 
the commonly agreed upon 
definition of mental retarda¬ 
tion embraced by the Supreme 
Court m its 2Q02 decision, 
winch most US states use. 
John Blume, Professor of 


Law at ComeD University 
wi'ote on anAmencan Consti¬ 
tution Society blog; "Aiuling 
111 Hall's favor will not affect 
many states -- or for tliat mat¬ 
ter many cases." 

"Nevertheless, the case is 
still important, not only to Hall 
-- whose life literally hangs in 
tlie balance -- and other 
Floridians witli an intellectual 
disability but also to malce 
clear that states cannot nari'ow 
a categorical ban created by 
the Supreme Court intended to 
protect a vulnerable group 
from wi'ongfiil execution " 

In neiglibonng Georgia, 
death row inmates need to 
prove intellectual disahility 
"beyond a reasonable doubt." 
Warren Hill, who has an IQ of 
TO, had his application for a 
stay dismissed in October by 
the Supreme Court. 

Ofiier similar cases include 
paranoid schizophrenic John 
Ferguson, who was executed 
in Florida m August.

Older dads boost risk of 
psych problems in kids: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
massive itudy of more tlran 
twD mdliDn people m Sweden 
has found tliat those witli older 
dads faced a liigher risk of psy¬ 
chiatric problems, autism and 
attention disorders, researchers 
said. 

Compared to people whose 
fathers were between the ages 
of 20 and 24 attire tune oftlieir 
birth, those with dads 45 or 
older were 25 times more 
likely to have bipolar disorder, 
said the findings in JAMA 
Psychiatry, 

Tire study found people 
bom to older dads also were 13 
times more likely to have at¬ 
tention deficit hyperactivity 
disorder. 

The research adds to a grow¬ 
ing body ofscieiice on the neg¬ 
ative effects of delayed 
proi^reahon in men, an ai'ea 
tliat has traditionally focused 
on the risks to women and 
tlieir offspring. 

"We were shocked by the 
findings," said Bn an 


D'Onofirio, lead autlior and as¬ 
sociate professor m the De- 
pailment of Psychological and 
Bran Sciences in the College 
of Arts and Sciences at Indiana 
University, Bloomington. 

"The specific asso-:iations 
with paternal age were mucli, 
much larger than m previous 
studies," said D'Onofiio, who 
collaborated witli researchers. 
Hie Else of the data set -- 2.fi 
million people -- accounted 
for every person born in Swe¬ 
den fiom 1973 until 2001 

Older paternal age was 
linked to a greater likelihood 
of schizophrenia, suicide at¬ 
tempts and substance abuse 
problems in offspnng, as well 
as failing grades and lower IQ 
scores. 

Clnldren of dads aged 4 5 or 
older also were 3.5 times more 
likely IQ have autism and 2.5 
times more likely to have sui¬ 
cidal behavior or a substance 
abuse problem chan those born 
to dads aged 24 and under. 

The bkelihood of having 


one or more of the problems 
increased steadily with tlie age 
of tile father, signaling that 
there was no age direshold 
which suddenly posed new 
risks. 

And by comparing siblings, 
reseai chers found associations 
witli advancing paternal age 
far higher than in the general 
population. 

Scientists made allowances 
for the effects of higher in¬ 
come, common in older men 
and a factor wbch should 
negate some hai'dships of 
growing up, but found the 
strong assDciatious remained. 

Women have long been 
counseled that Uieir egg supply 
IS constantly diinini slung, 
while men are making new 
spenn well into old age. 

P.esearchers now know tliat 
DNA mutations can happen 
each time sperm replicate. As 
men age, they are ezposed to 
more environmental toxins 
tliat can lead to DNA changes 
in sp enn. 

Neveitheless, women and 
men over the past 40 years in¬ 
creasingly have delayed child- 
biitli. 

The average age of first¬ 
time mothers m tlie United 
States was 21.5 in 1970 and by 
2011 it was 25. according to 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention data 
Men tend to be about three 
yecffs older on average, accord¬ 
ing to Indiana University re¬ 
searchers.

Brutal winter weather 
freezes US auto sales 


Microsoft's Gates reclaims title as 

world's richest 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Bmtal 
winter weatlier dulled US auto 
sales in FebmBiy, with General 
MolDrs, Ford and Toyota re¬ 
porting losses Monday even as. 
nval Clnrysler extended a win¬ 
ning streak 

But total industry sales last 
inonlL were expected to rise 
about one percent once aU au¬ 
tomakers have reported, Ford 
forecast. 

That would be an improve¬ 
ment over the three percent 
drop p 0 ste d in bitterly c ol d and 
storm-swept Januaiy. 

The US auto industiy had 
been on a years-long growth 
spurt as it recovered from a 
deep downturn following tlie 
20DS financial cnas. 

Analysts and automakers 
expect ho omulg sales to retui'n 
with b etter weatlier. 

“When the weather doesn't 
behave, it has a negative im¬ 
pact on cal' shoppers who aie 
looking for an easy and 
smooth process at the dealer¬ 
ship," said Jesaca Caldwell, an 
analyst with the automotive 
site Ed.munds.CQn:i. 

“The strength of pent-up 
demand promises to keep sales 
on the rigilt path as spnng ap¬ 
proaches." 

GM's sales fell one percent 


to 222,104 vehicles in Febru¬ 
ary, but the largest US auto¬ 
maker forecast strong growth 
to come. 

"Weather continued to im¬ 
pact the mdustiy m Febmaiy, 
but GM sales siaited to thaw 
during the Winter Olympic 
Games as our brand and mar¬ 
keting messages took hold," 
GM sales chief Kurt McNeil 
said in a statement. 

“Despite a slower start to 
2014 tlian most people ex¬ 
pected, we look forward to a 
veiy successful year; backed 
by plenty of new products and 
what should be the strongest 
GDP growth since the end of 
the recession" 

Ford's sales fell six percent 
to 1 S3,947, in pait because de¬ 
liveries of velndes to fleet cus¬ 
tomers and parts to its factories 
were delayed by the wintry 
weather. 

Toyota sales fell four per¬ 
cent to 159,2S4 vehicles but 
the Japanese automaker also 
expressed optimism that sales 
would improve soon. 

Chiysler continued to out¬ 
pace its rivals and posted its 
47th consecutive month of 
gains -- and its best February 
since 20Q7 -- as sales rose 11 
percent to lS4,Sdd vehicles.

A ceremony will be con¬ 
ducted July 1 ? during the ATP 
Hall of Fame Champlonslnps 
at Newport, Rliode Island. 
The newcomers will j om ’235 
people fiom 2Q natrons on the 
dO-year-old roll of honour. 

Bolleltien, S2, has coached 
10 players who would become 
world number ones, including 
Andre Agassi, Jim Courier, 
Monica Seles and Boris 
Becker. 

He has also worked wiilr 
Maiia Shai'apDva and Serena 
and Venus Williams and re¬ 
mains active m mentoring 
young talent, having more re¬ 
cently worked with Japanese 
star Kei Nishikori and Ameri¬ 
can P.yan Haiiison among otli- 
ers. 

In 197S, Bollethen founded 
his own boarding school and 
tennis academy, which has

Davenport won the 1993 US 
Open, 1999 Wimbledon and 
2000 Austi'alian Open and also 
captured the gold medal at tlie 
199fi Atlanta Centennial 
Olympics among her 55 sin¬ 
gles titles. Her career record 
was 753-194. 

"I'm so honored by tins in¬ 
credible recognition," Daven¬ 
port said. "To be recognised in 
the Hall of Fame alongside tlie 
great chaiupions who have al¬ 
ways inspired me is just a 
tremendous honor. “ 


Davenport helped the 
US team win tluee Fed 
Cup crowns and was also 
an accomplished doubles 
player, winning three 
Grand slam doubles 
crowns. 

Vandierendonck, 49, 
was the women's wheel¬ 
chair world number one m 
singles for 13i3 weeks and 
doubles for 107 weeks 
after being injured in a 
1983 car accident. She 
also won five Paralympic 
medals. 

Grimes, 73, has held

Boxing: Indian boxing out in the 
cold after AIBA decision 


LAUSANNE (AFP) - The In¬ 
dian Amateur Boxing Federa¬ 
tion (lABF) has been 
provisionally excluded by the 
sport's global governing body, 
the International Amateur 
Boxing Association (AIBA), it 
was announced on Monday. 

The I ABF had already b een 
suspended in December 2012 
but the AIBA had promised to 
review fiiat decision once the 
International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee had lifted its suspension 
of the Indian Olympic Associ¬ 
ation, which it did last month 
just pnor to the Winter 


Olympics in Socb. 

However, in a strongly- 
worded statement on Monday 
the AIBA said that, having 
looked at the situation again, 
fiiey had no option but to go a 
step fiiJther and provisionally 
exclude the lABF 

“It IS with much regret that 
file International Boxing Asso¬ 
ciation Executive Comnuttee 
(EC) has decided to end any 
official relationship wifii its 
curi'ent suspended member, the 
Indian Amateur Boxing Feder¬ 
ation after an extensive evalu¬ 
ation and assessment of all 


issues surrounding the sport of 
boxing 111 India. 

“After file suspension since 
December d, 2012, AIBA has 
not recognized any official ac¬ 
tivities and did not support the 
officers fi'om this National 
Federation for almost 16 
months. 

The AIBA, whose president 
is the refonnist Wu Clung-Kuo 
of Taiwan, said the situation 
would be maintained until they 
felt that a group of people fiiey 
could deal with had been 
elected to iiin amateur boxing 
in India.

BERLIN (AfP) - Gsmiany'!? 
Manuel Machete was on Mon¬ 
day given a year's ban and 
Rned 500D (US$dSS4) euros 
for lending specialised bob¬ 
sleigh equipment to Russia's 
Alesandr Zubkov, who won 
two Socln Olympics golds. 

Germany's Bobsleigh and 
Luge Federation (BSD) 
ban de d the 2 3 -y eai'- ol d 
Machate the heavy penalty 
after he admitted having 
banded over specialised run¬ 
ners to Zubkoy wbo won two - 
man and four-man golds 
Winter Olympic golds in 
Socbi. 


Machate, who did not qual¬ 
ify for Soclu, sai-d tbe equip¬ 
ment came from lus personal 
possessions and was not BSD 
equipment, hut the governing 
body said he should have in¬ 
formed them first. 

"Hie relatively bard punish¬ 
ment" IS the '‘first step to de¬ 
fend national interests" said 
the federation in a statement. 

The BSD insisted there is 
"no coimectiou" to their team's 
failure to win a single Olympic 
medal for the first time in 50 
yeai's and the seventy of 
Machate‘s fine and ban. 


Golf: Henley wins Honda In 
playoff as Mcllroy struggles 


PALM BEACH GARDENS, 
(AFP) - Russell Henley won 
tlie US PGA Tour Honda Clas¬ 


sic on Sunday with a birdie at 
the first hole of a four-way 
playoS denying Rory Mcllroy 
m a tournament he'd led for 
tlu'ee rounds 

Henley rolled in Ins birdie 
putt at tlie par-five ISth for the 
victory after Northern Ireland's 
two-time major champion 
Mcllroy Scotland's Russell 
Knox and American Ryan 
Pabner had all paired the par- 
five tliat seived as the decider. 

Henley had pan'ed his final 
tliree holes after a double 
bogey at the par-tliree 15tli to 
cl 0 s e out a two - over p ai' 72 an d 
fimsh tlie tournament on eiglit- 
under 272. 

Mcllroy endured a difficult 
day at PGA National, posting a 
four-over 74, while Knox 
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carded a one-over 71 and 
Palmer posted a one-under d9. 

Despite his struggles, Mcll¬ 
roy had a chance to win at the 
final hole of regulation, where 
he stuck his 240-yard second 
shot 11 feet from the pm, but 
Ins eagle putt trickled past. 

in the playoff Henley was 
the only player to reach the 
gi'een m two, and he two-putted 
from some 40 feet far birdie. 

Palmer missed a lO-foot 
birdie attempt, while Mcllroy 
fired out of a bunker to tlie 
front fimge and had to scram¬ 
ble for pai' and Knox missed a 
20-fDot birdie putt. 

American Billy Hurley 
carded a dS to fimsh fifth on 
273. Canada's David He am 
with a d7 and American Will 
MacKenaie witli a 70 shared 
sixth on 274. 

World number one Tiger 
Woods withdrew after 13 holes 
citing back pain. 

Woods, who had bai'ely 
made the cut but came alive 
with a five-under 65 on Satur¬ 
day, was five over for Uie day 
when he called it quits. 

The 14-time major cham¬ 
pion said he didn't yet Imow if 
he would be fit enougli to de¬ 
fend Ins title at die World Golf 
Championship s-Ca dll lac 
Championslup at Doral starting 
Tliursday. 

Both of Mcllroy's birdies on 
the front nine were followed by 
bogeys, and he dropped an- 
odier stroke at tlie mnth 

He gave another stroke back 
at 12 before hrs double-bogey 
at 16, where he hit out of a 
bimker and into the water, and 


his bogey at 17 cost him even 
a share of tlie lead 

Henley who had pitched m 
at 14 for a second straiglit 
birdie, then lost momentum 
when he found the water at 15.

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Pistorius pleads not guilty as witness tells of 

'bloodcurdling screams' 


PP.ETORIA (AFP) - South 
African Paralympian star 
□scar Pistonui; pleaded not 
guilty Monday to murdering 
Ins girl fin end as Ins trial 
opened with a neigiiboiur's ac¬ 
count of " b 1 0 0 dcurdling" 
screams before shots rang out 
on the mght of the killing 
Pistonus, whose trial is 
being broadcast live around the 
woiIeI, faces a life sentence if 
convicted of the fatal Valen¬ 
tine's Day shooting of model 
and reality television stai' 
Reeva Steenkamp ayeai' ago. 

After a state prosecutor 
chai’ged that Pistonus “unlaw- 
fiilly and intentionally did kiH" 
Steenkamp, he entered a plea 
of "not guilty, my lady" 

Pi storms, 27, a double am¬ 
putee sporting hero known as 
the "Blade Pmnner" for his car¬ 
bon-fibre Auuung blades, also 
pleaded not guilty to three un¬ 
related gun chai'ges. 

A single judge, Tliokozile 
Maapa^ is presiding in die case 
that has already been likened 
to die murder tnal of American 
footballer OJ Simpson over the 
kiDing of his ex-wife and a 
fiiend m 1995 

In a statement read out by 
Ins lawyer Kenny Old wage, 
Pistorius described her death 
as a "tragic accident" saying he 
had mistaken his 29-year-old 
lover for an intruder. 

He admitted killing 
Steenkamp, but denied mur¬ 
derous intent. "Tins allegation 
IS denied tn tlie strongest 
terms,"' he said. "We were in a 
loving reladonslnp " 

The first prosecution wit¬ 
ness to take the stand, Michelle 
Burger, said she and her hus¬ 
band were awoken at around 3 
am by "bloodcurdling 
screams" coming fi'om tlie Pis- 
tonus home m an upmarket Jo¬ 
hannesburg gated community. 

"She screamed terribly and 
she yelled for help," tlie uni¬ 
versity econoimstsaid. "Itwas 
something you cant explain to 
someone else, how anxious 
tliose screams were.“ 

‘Just after her screams, I 
heard shots, four shots," she 
said describing one clear shot 
then tliree clustered together. 
"Bang., bang, bang, bang " 
"1 heard petiified screaming 
before tlie gunshots, and just 
after the gunshots," she said 
when pressed by Pistorius's 
lawyer 

Advocate Bany Roux chal¬ 
lenged Burger over potential 
inconsistencies, asbng m par¬ 
ticular why she heard fcur gun¬ 
shots but her husband, who is 
yet to testify, reported hearing 
five or six. 

The tnal was adj oumed until 
Today when tlie defence will 


continue cross examining 
Burger 

Monday mai'ked the first 
lime the victim's mother June 
came face-to-face witli Pisto- 
nus since tlie killing. 

‘I want to look at Oscai', re¬ 
ally look him m the eyes, and 
see for myself the tmtli about 
what he did to Reeva," she told 
a British newspaper aiiead of 
the trial 

Further down firom her on 
the wood-panelled bench sat 


Pistorius's brother Caii, sister 
Aimeeand a handful other rel¬

The state is seeking to prove 
that Pistorius killed Steenkamp

Prosecutors are also ex¬ 
pected to claim that Pistorius 
had watched pornography just 
before die shooting, appai'ently 
contradictiiig Ins account of 
events, 


Hie allilete, tlie first double 
amputee to compete against 
able-bodied athletes at the Lou¬ 
don 2012 Olynipics, will also 
be asked why he allegedly told 
seairity guards at his luxmy es¬ 
tate that every tiling was fine 
when diey phoned after heanng 
gunshots. 

Ill a bid to illustrate a history 
of reckless behaviour with 
firearms, the state claims that 
Pistorius on two occasions 
fired a pistol in public, once 


through the sunroof of a mov¬ 
ing car and tlien at a busy 
restaurant. 

Hie state has a exliaustivelist 
of 107 witnesses ttiat includes 
die defendant's fonner girl- 
fiiends, diough it is unlikely 
everyone will be called to testify. 

If found guilty of premedi¬ 
tated murder, Pistorius bees 25 
years m South Africa's notori¬ 
ously brutal jails and an abmpt 
end to his glittering sporting 
cai'eer 
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
